Claims 4, 6, and 1 1-16 are in the application. Please enter the 
amendment of the claims filed on June 11, 2002. 

The pH used by the Jekkel reference is not relevant, as long as it 
does not employ all of the steps of claim 1 2 which are representing the 
salient features of the present invention, namely "carrying out the dissolving 
at a pH between about 6 and 9, and carrying out the separating of the mevino- 
lin at a pH of between 4.5 and 2." In contrast to the express requirement of 
the aforementioned second step, Jekkel does not acidify to a pH of between 
4.5 and 2 or any other acid pH, to separate the mevinolin. 

The Polya declaration also establishes the superior results obtained by 
the process of the present invention over the results obtained in accordance with 
the process of Jekkel et al. which does not separate "the mevinolin at a pH of 
between 4.5 and 2" or for that matter at any other acid pH. 
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In view of the foregoing, the allowance of claims 4, 6, and 1 1-16 is 
respectfully urged.
